TRIED TO GET A FORTUNE BY FORGERY. 


Dr. Harrison Wagner Falls in an Effort to 
Rob the Adams Express Company. 

FREDERICKSBURG, Va., March 18.—[Spe- 
cial.]—One of the most gigantic schemes of 
fraud and forgery which have probably ever 
been known in this country was made public 
hera today. Suit was brought by Dr. Harri- 
son Wagner against the Adams Express com- 
pany for $1,564,875. Signatures to documents 
were forged, and when Lawyer W. 8. White 
was as to represent the plaintiff in the 
suit he at once denounced the whole scheme 
as a fraud and notified the officers of the ex- 
press company of what had been done, and 
Mr. Herring, one of the managers of the 
Adams Express company, accompanied by 
John L. Thomas of Baltimore, counsel for 
the company, came to Fredericksburg. 

On examination of the alleged signature of 
William B. Dinsmore as President of the 
company on some of the documents Mr. Her- 
ring, who was familiar with it, at once pro- 
nounced it a forgery and stated he was 
satisfied that other signatures were forgeries 
and that Valentine Brunner, who had for- 
merly been agent for the Adams Express com- 
pany at Frederick, Md., had been dead for 
several years. A prominent tirm of attorneys 
in Mecklenburg, where the judgments were 
alleged to have been obtained, were written 
to, and replied: This man is a fraud. He 
had best be let alone. He had a suit here, 
but it amounted to nothing.“

CHARGED THE ROAD WITH NEGLIGENCE, 


Verdict of the Jary on the Lake Shore Ball- 
road Disaster at Bay View. 

Burrato, N. Y., March 18.—[Special. |—The 
inquest on the Bay View disaster of March 6 
ended today. The jury charges the Lake 
Shore management with gross negligence of 
rules. The verdict, in part, runs thus: 

“Trains of such length (eleven cars) 
ghould not be run upon this or any other rait- 
road with only two trainmen, and this jury 
has reason to believe that Division Superin- 
tendent C. B. Couch has knowledge that 
passenger-trains have been run on said road in 
an unsafe and crippled condition, and that 
if he had exacted a rigid enforcement of 
their rules and reguiauons this accident 
could not have happened.” 

The jury holds Conductor J. W. -Hougb- 
taling directly and culpably responsible for 
the lives lost in the wreck. 


DIED FROM THE BITE OF A NEGRO. 


Peculiar Manner ia Which an Alabama 
Farmer Contracted Hydrophobia. 

BreminenamM, Ala., March 18.—[Special.]— 
In Clay County, Alabama, last t Oscar 
Hill, a prominent farmer, died of hydro- 
phobia, suffering the most horrible agony 
before he died. His death was the result of 
a bite on the finger by a negro.

DISASTROUS FIRE IN A WISCONSIN MINE.

WHAT 1 HEY SAY OF THE ORDINANCE. 


Some of the Railroads Object to the Cul- 
lerton Suabstitute—Others Will Bulid. 

The ordinance passed by the Council Mon- 
day evening fixing the rate of speed for rail- 
road trains within the city limits does not 
suit the managers at all. They have no ob- 
jedtion to the provision requiring them to 
fence in their tracks, erect towers, gates, 
etc., but they do object to Ald. Culler- 
ton’s amendment—which requires that the 
conditions of the ordinance must be com- 
plied with before railroads can run faster 
than ten miles an hour within the city limits, 
Several roads propose to restore fast suburb- 
an train service as soon as new time sched- 
ules can be prepared. They have the word 
of the Mayor that they will not be molested 
in running trains at former speed, pending 
the completion of fences and gates, The 
most prominent of the roads are the Burling- 
ton and Northwestern. A prominent official 
of the Burlington said that his — . 
bad never adopted the slow time schedule, 
and is now running ite trains at the same 
apeed as it had always done. He thought 
that the entire line to the limits could be 
fenced in and gates and towers erected with- 
in two weeks. General-Manager Whitman 
ofthe Chicago and Northwestern said his 
company would begin the construction 
of fences right away ana comply 
with the ordinance in every particu- 
lar. He thovght his road was 
well provided witn viaducts, fences, and 
gates already, and would not have as much 
to do as some of the roads. He feit confident 
that all the company’s tracks within the city 
limits could be fenced in within thirty days 
and perhaps less. He thought there would 
be a picket-fence about seven feet high as far 
hs llerton avenue, and beyond that a 
woven-wire fence, with bards on top 
to prevent persons from climbing 
over, ought to meet all uirements. 
Officials of the Rock Island called on 
the Mayor yesterday in reference to the rate- 
of-speed ordinance passed tne night before. 
At tne close ot the conference it was an- 
nounced that the Rock Island people would 
accept the ordinance.

BISMARCK’S RESIGNATION. 

It is stirring news that comes from Ger- 
many. The man of blood and ton“ has 
tendered his resigaation as Chancellor of the 
Empire and the Emperor has accepted it. 
All the members of we Prussian Ministry 
have resigned with the Chancellor, and thus 
there is every probability that Germany will 
atonce come under a new administration 
with new policies unhindered by old tra- 
ditions and precedents. 1 

It would be premature until the details of 
this up d' état are known to speculate much 
upon the causes of this change or to attempt 
any forecast of the future beyond the fact 
that it must cause radical changes in the 
German administration and have a marked 
effect upon tlie relatons of the Government 
to its own people as well as to surrounding 
Powers. It has been clear from the first, 
however, that there have been irreconcila- 
bie differences between the young Emperor 
and the old Cnancelior, as well as the nat- 
ural antipathies which might be expected 
to exist between two men in control 
of affairs, the one young and im- 
pulsive, the other old and politic and repre- 
senting a past régime. They have not agreed 
upon the socialistic question, the labor ques- 
uon, or the Ultramontane Papal question, 
which last has again become a pressing one. 
But probably over and above everything else 
the young Emperor has been impatient at 
being kept in leading strings by the old 
Chancelior and has onty waited for a decent 
time after his grandfather’s death to sever 
the last ties of the old régime and strike out 
for himself. Bismarck has retired at an op- 
portune time. It has saved him the necessity 
of making that trip to Canossa which he 
sald he should never again take. The recent 
elections had left him where he couid pass 
no Government measures without combining 
with the Ultramontanes, and the latter, tak- 
ing advantage of the situation, are prepared 
to demand everything. He is old, rheumatic, 
and physically teeble, and by his retirement 
escapes a struegie or a defeat. Phaeton is 
now master of his chariot, and the world will 
anxiously watch to see how he will drive. If 
he follows the policy he annodunced at Bran- 
denburg of dashing to pieces those who do 
not agree with him Germany is likely to 
prove a lively place before long. It is not 
certain who Bismarck’s successor will be. If 


there be a German with shoulders broad. 


enough to wear his mantie or with asufficient 
stride to fill his boots he will be a surprise. 


- ROTTEN TAMMANY HALL 

The disclosures made by the New York 
Herald of the extortions practiced by the 
gang in Tammany Hali’s Sheriff's office have 
opened up leads to a veritable mine of corrup- 
uon. A worse lot than the Tammany Sheriff 
and his deputies, indeed, it would be hard to 
find or to imagine, unless it were the Tam- 
many gang which ran the office under the 
administration of Flack’s predecessor. Up 
to date nine persons have been indicted. 
Some of them were deputies under ex-Sheriff 
Grant, the remainder being deputies under 
Flack. Among them are the Warden of the 
Ludlow Street Jail, the Deputy-Commissioner 
of Public Works, the Custodian of the Keg- 
ister’s office, and six Deputy Sheriffs, who 
stand indicted for bribery, extortion, and 
stealing. Grant himself, Tammany’s chief 
official, now Mayor of New York, has thus 
far escaped indictment, though the testimony 
is furnished by the Senate’s Investigating 
Committee that during his administration no 
account of receipts was made, no distinction 
‘was mace between his private and official 
funds, that systematic blackmail and corrup- 
tion were practiced without any check, and 
that the law was systematically violated. 

The disgraceful and dishonest system 
which prevailed in Tammany’s Sheriff's of- 
fice under the administration of Grant has 
continued during the administration of 
Flack, but the practices under it have been 
worse to the extent that Flack is a low, vul- 
gar fellow as compared with Grant and has

Forty thousand 
majority would give them but eleven. This 
is what makes the new apporuonment such 
an atrocious and infamous gerrymander. This 
is why the World (Dem.), after publishing a 
map of some of the new districts to show the 
outrageous character of the gerrymander, 
says:

THE LOTTERY COMPANY AGAIN REPULSED. 

Taking advantage of the grave danger in 
which the people of Louisiana find them- 
selves, owing to the rise.in the Mississippi 
River, M. A. Dauphin, the President of tne 
Louisiana Lottery company, sent the com- 
pany’s check for $100,000 to the Governor of 
the State the other day, with the request 
that the money be applied to the protection 
of the people against the dangers threaten- 
ing them from the condition of the river. 
The Governor on the same duy returned the 
check, accompanied by a letter in which he 
says: On the eve of a session of the Leg- 
islature during which the renewal or exten- 
sion of your charter will be acted upon, a 
question vitally affecting the interest of this 
State, I have no right to place the people 
under obligations to your company in how- 
ever small a degree by my acceptance of a 
gratuity from it.“ n 

It is an evidence of the grip which this 
gambling concern has upon the City of New 
Orleans that the Mayor of the city, and 
some of the clergymen even, have come out 
publicly in favor of the acceptance of the 
lottery bribe, ana the press of the city is 
unanimous in condemnation of the Governor, 
and not only urges the various Levee Dis- 
trict Boards to take the money, but threatens 
the Governor with the menace that if 
an inundation on a large scale shall take 
place he will be held directly responsible 
for any loss that may ensue. Although 
the New Orleans papers give the Governor 
to understand that the people of that city do 
not approve his course, the people of the 
country at large will commend him for it. 
The money was a great temptation, particu- 
larly as there are no funds in the State 
Treasury to apply to the purpose for which 
it was intended. The Louisiana Lottery com- 
pany is not now and never was a philan- 
thropic concern. It has never had the most 
remote idea of benefiting the people or ad- 
ministering to public charity. It lives by 
swindling the people, and it has piled up its 
immense profits by robbery. The chance of 
individual benefit from the turning of its 
wheel is not as promising as the chance at 
roulette or the faro bank. It is the worst, 
most insidious, and most demorailzing form 
of public gambling. It tendered its check 
for $100,000 to the Governor because it fore- 
saw that if it were accepted it would place 


the State under obligations and could be used 


to secure an extension of the company’s 
charter. The President of the company was 
simply trading upon a great public danger 
and pressing State necessity to secure the 
renewal of its franchise under the guise of a 
public benefaction. 

The action of Gov. Nicholls under the cir- 
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A recent attempt to bring the power of the 


Government to bear to aid borrowers was 
made in the Argentine Republic, and that 
country is now suffering the inevitable con- 
sequences of assuming a burden beyond its 
strength. In eight years the Argentine Ro- 
public, of 4,000,000.inhabitants, increased its 
own debt from $82,000,000.to $220,000,000, and 
in 1886 it established a National Mortgage 
Bank for the purpose of iending money on 
landed property. No loan was to exceed 50 
per cent the value of the property and no in- 
dividual was to obtain more than $200,000. 
The rate of interest was to be from 6 to 8 per 
cent and the bank was entitled to 1 per cent 
commission. The Government guaranteed 
the issue of the money and the payment of 
the debt so created. The result was that 
within a year after the establishment of the 
bank the Government had to suspend specie 
payments, and gold is now ata premium of 
40 to 45 per cent. Prices have been forced 
up immensely, the cost of ving has doubled, 
and rents have trebled, as confidence in all 
values is verribly shaken. A leading paper 
of the country says: It is not difficult to 
anticipate the end; it will be a crash and 
then chaos.“ 

Would it benefit the debtors and poorer 
classes of this country to have the cost of 
living doubled, rents increased threefold, 
and a fluctuating paper currency instituted 
for the gold and silver standard even if 
wages were higher? If so the Argentine Re- 
public furnishes a fresh illustration of the 
method to be pursned. After that country 
had guaranteed the issue of the money to be 
loaned to the people on landed property and 
it was itself compelled to suspend specie pay- 
ments the President issued a decree making 
the paper currency a legal tender in pay- 
ment of debts, This, however, could not con- 
trol prices or fix the vaiue of the currency. 
The Government tried to mend matters by 
aphouncing a day when specie payments 
should be resumed, but as it did this several 
times and always made default when the day 
came around its credit was stiil more shat- 
tered. Kight years ago tne Argentine Repub- 
lic had exceptionally good credit in Europe, 
and rates of interest were declining as loan- 
able money became more plentiful, and its 
present depiorable situation is the result of 
adopting the precise policy which is now be- 
ing urged on the United States. This 
country has many times tke popula- 
tion, trade, and industry of the Ar- 
gentine Republic, and if it should adopt 
the policy of usimg public credit to 
provide individuals with the capital they 
want the resulting disaster would be im- 
mense in proportions and consequences, 
Those who advocate such wild schemes 
should remember that the Government does 
not earn money or create wealth, and can ob- 
tain money only by taxing the people or by 
making forced loans and piling up debt on 
them. Hence in the attempt to favor the 
debtor class by supplying borrowers in gen- 
eral with cheap loans it must necessarily 
wreck its own credit in obtaining the money, 
make it impossible to maintain specie pay- 
ments, and thus afflict the entire community 
with the evil of a fluctuating and debased 
currency and general financial derangement. 
It is no part of the Government’s business to 
pay any man’s interest on his borrowed 
money or purchased property. It has not the 


money to give, and it has no right to give its 


revenues to anybody to reduce the interest 
he has contracted to pay for the use of other 
people’s capital. ; 


THE STORM PROPHETS. 

The storm prophets are at work again, un- 
dismayed by numerous failures in the past, 
and oblivious of the ridicule which their mis- 
takes have occasioned. Their predictions 
are usually based on the alleged influence of 
the moon, but this time it is the planet Jupiter 
which is said to hawe caused most of the 
meteorological and seismic derangements of 
the last two years, and to be preparing 
another dose of misery for poor humanity. 
The vaticination is all the more surprising 
as it is astrological if anything, and the old- 
time professors of that mystery were unani- 
mous in calling Jupiter the most fortunate 
planet of the lot. According to them he 
could bring nothing but good in his train un- 
less when “‘afflicted’” by aspect with some of 
the stars of the baser sort. 

The absurdity of the statement, however, 
is demonstrated by itself. If the mysterious 
‘action were ascribed to electrical or magnetic 
causes, or to some still more occult influence, 
there might be room for regarding it with 
awe as something incomprehensible by the 
ordinary mind, and only to be grasped by a 
man possessed of superhuman skill to read 
stellar lore. But itis claimed that the disas- 
ters of the lasttwo years andof the near 
future are due to the powerful attraction ”’ 
of Jupiter in deranging the relative positions 
of the materials which compose the crust of 
the earth and its atmosphere. Now, this is 
precisely a point which lies within the do- 
main of cold-blooded calculation, the 
result of which is no more open 
to cavil than is the allegation that 
four. is the square of two. It is 
proved beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
the deranging effect referred to is propor- 
tional to the quantity of matter in the planet, 
divided by the cube of his distance. Jupiter 
contains about 90,000 times as much matter 
as does the moon, and his least possible dis- 
tance from ‘the earth is 1,600 times that of 
our satellite. Cubing the latter number and 
executing the division we obtain the informa- 
tion that the disturbing force of the moon in 
producing tides and changes in the form of 
the earth’s crust is at least 45,000 times the 
greatest possible that could arise from 
the action of Jupiter. This is a short and 
simple but complete “ reductio ad absurdum.“ 

Some readers may remember the excite- 
ment started about eighteen years ago by the 
discovery that during the early eighties all 
the older known planets in the solar system 
would be in perihelion or point of least dis- 
tance from the sun. It was claimea that 
owing to this greater nearness they would 
disturb things on the earth so much as to 
cause widespread plague, earthquakes suf- 
ficiently extensive to obliterate continents, 
and other disasters too numerous to mention. 
By a course of reasoning similiar to that 
above stated 1t was proven at the time that 
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fail to act on his sagacious advice. 
wants to take the tariff question out of 
politics and deprive the Democrats of 
the opportunity to use it for demagogic 
purposes in future elections. Prices of farm 
products are terrivly depressed and will be 
likely to remain so for some years, as food 
production is in excess of consumption. 
Selling his products at low free trade rates 
and buying many things at the artificial 
prices demanded by trusts sheltered behind 
a war tariff the farmer is profoundly discon- 
tented, and Democratic demagogues have 
seized eagerly on the supposed opportunity 
to embitter him against even the principles 
of protection. If the tariff is to stand as at 
present the discontent will grow stronger 
and make itself felt with a force which will 
shatter rather than reform the protective 
system. A judicious revision of the duties 
will sutisfy the present demand. The be- 
lief is general that duties much lower on 
things of general consumpuon will serve all 
the purposes of fair protection, and at the 
same time afford the working classes, and 
particularly the farmers, material relief. If 
such reductions should affect the wages of 
city workmen somewhat the latter can hardly 
complain. After voting in favor of Cleve- 
land and shouting for free trade they can 
consistently object to a moderate lowering 
of the tariff only on the ground that such a 
change dées not go far enough. A material 
reduction of the tariff will take the question 
out of polities for the present, and the people 
will be willmg to give a lowered system of 
duties a fair test. Reasonabie protectionists 
who desire to save the policy of defensive 
taxation of imports should now favor reduc- 
tion and revision of the tariff. If they de- 
feat it the other party will give them free 
trade in the rough. 


Sou of the committeemen of both parties 
in order to beat the respectabie voters at the 
coming primaries are resorting to that an- 
cient device called the gerrymander, which 
has worked so well for the Democrats in In- 
diana and from which they expect such great 
things in Ohio. A ward with fifteen election 
precincts has to be divided up into five pri- 
mary election districts. A fair apporton- 
ment would give three of them to the re- 
spectable element of the party and two to 
the toughs. The apportionment.as made by 
the perverted ingenuity of the ward commit- 
teeman bunches precincts where respecta- 
ble voters are largely in the majority so as 
to give them one precinct by an immense 
vote and nullifies their streneth in other 
parts of the wards by hooking them on to 
toign precincts. In this way a ward can be 
so gerrymandered that the toughs may carry 
four precincts and the respectables but one 
without violating the letter of the law. It is 
stated that something much like this has 
been done in some of the wards this spring. 
It is also reported that in some instances the 
polling-places have been seiected in incon- 
venient and remote parts of the precinct so 
as to discourage decent voters. 

But these things should not deter honest 
men of both parties from doing their duty. 
They should vote, even though it involves 
a little loss of time. They should vote, even 
though they may think their precinct gerry- 
mandered, for the committeeman may bave 
made a mistake. He may have tried to 
spread his butter over too much bread, ana a 
determined effort may wrest from him dele- 
gations he thinks are his. But if, in spite of 
their efforts, the committeeman by trickery 
and evasion should elect delegates who 
choose an incompetent or dishonest candi- 
date for Alderman and town officers, they 
can partly nullity his work by going to the 
polls and voting for a competent and trust- 
worthy man of the other party if one is 
running. The corrupt candidate must not 
be supported, even if he does wear the party 
badge, for on such vccasions loyalty to the 
party would be treason to the city.

Is LESTER AN FAULKNER STILL ALIVE? 


A Ramor That the Bank-Wrecker Is Not 
Dead, but Residing in Mexico. 
Auzany, N. T., March 18. — [Special.] — 
There is a queer story current regarding the 
case of ex-Chairman of the Democratic State 
Committee Lester B. Faulkner, who was 
reported to have died some time since. 
Faulkner was President of the Na- 
tional Banc at Dansville when the 
doors welle closed and hundreds 
of depositors were robbed of their savings. 
Investigation showed that Faulkner had 
abused his trust. The bank was completely 
wrecked by him. Despite the prominent po- 
sition Mr. Faulkner hela in State politics and 
social life he was indicted by a United 
States grand jury for wiliful perversion of 
the bank funds. After much difficulty the 
case was brought to trial and the first jury 
disagreed. The secopd trial resulted in his 
being sentenced to ten years in State prison.

Soon afterwards Faulkner was re- 
ported to have died. The United States 
court is now sitting in Utica, and 
it 1s noised about that the Govern- 
ment’s attorney will move to have Mr.

Rome, March 18.—I have the authority of 


the Vatican to announce that the Pope would 


consent to act as the mediator througn which 
the simultaneous disarmament of the Euro- 
pean nations might be brought about. Leo 
the Thirteenth holds that the existence 
of the imimense armies which are drain- 
ing the health of Eurove and inflicting 
great suffering upom the toiling masses is 
anti-Christian. The Emperor wrote an au- 
tograph letter to the Pope to send an ambas- 
sador to the Beriin labor conference. In 
reply the Pope sent an autograph letter say- 
ing he could not take part unless nis repre- 
sentative was given precedence over all the 
delegates. Then the Emperor wrote another 
letter, urging the Pope in the interests of 
mankind to take part in the conference so 
far as he could and at least give it bis moral 
support. To this the Pontiff has 
warmly responded. The Pope has writ- 
ten a document dealing wich the 
entire problem raised at Berlin. This has 
been diplomatically communica ted to the 
Papal Nuncio in Germany and will be laid 
before the international conference. His 
Holiness recognizes this as a great opportu- 
nity for the church to put itself at the nead 
of the world-wide reform demanded by organ- 
ized labor. He holds that the nations must 
adopt the principle of Christianity, and that 
the church is the only power competent te 
deal with the tremendous issues involved 
in the social. and industrial movement. 
The German Emperor has frankly admitted 
that Governments cannot accomplish much 
unless organized Christianity comes to their 
aid in this crisis. The Pope has spoken in no 
uncertain voice, as will be seen when his ad- 
dress 1s made pablo, It is admitted that if 
the millions of armed men who 2 te upon 
the bread trays of the poor were stripped of 
their uniforms and set to work creating 
wealth a great deal of the present distress in 
Europe would disappear. One nation dare 
not begin to disarm before another, and the 
Pope is now in a posiiion to negotiate be- 
tween the nations for a general disarma- 
ment. Upto the present time the Vatican 
has managed to keep its negotiations with 
the German Ambassador secret. 


TORLES TO HAVE A PARTY CAUCUS. 


Goschen Anxious to Go Before the Country 
on Hie Badget.

LonDoN, March 18.—Important as was the 

news of the fall of Bismarck’s dynasty it is 
almost lost sight of here in the impending 
crisis in British affairs. It was decided this 
afternoon to call a general meeting of the 
Tory leaders at the Carlton Club Thursday 
night. Even when some impprtaut measure 
is before the House, such, for - in- 
stance, as the coercion bill and 
the Local Government bill, a meeting 
of this kind is of grave significance. But at 
the present moment, when no important 
measure is before Parliament, the call ofa 
party couccil is portentous. According to 
the best authority Goschen is anxious for an 
appeal to the country on the budget which 
will be scon presented. The Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has a strong budget to pre- 
sent, showing a surplus. beyond all ex- 
pectations which will enable him to recom- 
mend radical measures in the reduction of 
taxation. He is anxious to go. before the 
country on this, firmly behevmg its effect 
will sink out of sight the opprobrium visited 
on the Government from the Parne!l report 
and prove a winning card. Balfour fights 
this notion tooth and nail. If the Tories 
go before the county on the budget and 
win Goschen’s supremacy in the party 1s as- 
sured and Balfour’s nose will be out of joint. 
The Irish Secretary wants to wait and let the 
general election be fought solely on the Irish 
question when it comes, which would make 
him and not Goschen the biggest toad in the 
puddie, But this is no time to go before the 
country on the trish question. The strong 
party leaders are convinced that a crisis 
has arrived now with the Government, 80 
that they must go before the country on 
something. Goschen’s budget offers the only 
opportunity likely to prove a winning ecard. 
Tne Chancellor of the Exchequer finds ready 
supporters in his views, so a party caucus 
was called this afternoon for Thursday to 
consider the question. The Tories, of course 

deny any crisis, and say the caucus was called 
simply to effect a stronger party organiza- 
tion, but no one ina position to know any- 
thing betieves this. As things look tonight, 
dissolution and a general elecmon soon after 
Easter are most probable. The Liberals are 
elated at the prospect. Budget or no budg- 
et, the flowing tide is so strongly in tneir 
favor that if an appeal to the country comes 
they are con ident of a sweeping victory. 


POLITICAL POLICY OF FRANCE, 


Efforts to Be Made to Unite the Repub- 
lican Forces of the Nation. 

Parts, March 18.—The statement of the 
new Ministry announcing the policy which 
it would follow was read in the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies today. In the Senate 
M. Leon Say promised to support the Gov- 
ernment if its policy was liberal.

It will thus found a broad, open, tol- 
erant, and peaceable republic. The country 
has affirmed its wish to place the customs 
régime on a new basis, and awaits the ex- 
piration of the treaties of commerce in 1892 
to fix new tariffs. It intends to demand, 
after the matter is maturely studied, more 
effective protection for the agricultural and 
labor interests. The Government frank) 
associates itself with this policy. It wi 
take measures to see that the liberty of Par- 
liament is unfettered in 1892, even in regard 
to the friendly nation whose commercial re- 
lations with France was recently considered 
by the Senate. Continuing the statement 
says: We live in a time of social transfor- 
mation when the condition of workingmen is 
the just object of speciai consideration.

SCAMMON AND THE OBSERVATORY. 


His Connection with the Institution—He 
Bullt the Tower. 

“The relationship of Mr. Scammon to thé 
Dearborn Observatory,“ said a gentleman 
familiar with the affairs of the instituuon, 
te has been mistated in several important par- 
ticulars. The claim that he bought the big 
telescope and presented it the Astronomical 
Society is entirely without Warrant, The 
telescope was bought by subscription, tue

A working model of a compound screw pro- 
peller pump has been built by Madison Maginn,

Young Men of Talent Are All Well Enough 
While Single, Even if They Are Poor, 
bet the Moment They Marry in Their 
Own Station Society Gives Them the 
Cold Shonuider—A Glass Flower Show— 
Joonociasts Attack the Fame of Crispus 
Attucka. 

Boston, Mass., March 15.—|Special Corre- 
spondence.|—The receiying of young men 
who follow any brauch of art. into fashiona- 
ble society is of course not confined to Bos- 
ton, but it 1s to be doubted if there is any 
other city in the country where the practice 


‘is carried to so great an extreme and where 


it has consequences so marked. The painter, 
the musician, the writer, the sculptor, and 
the player may be devoid of either money or 
of family, but if be is in the ordinary accept- 
ance of the phrase at all presentavle he may 
almost go where he likes. If he chances to 
be of attractive exterior and of more than 
ordinary gifts of pleasing he may quickly be- 
come something of a society favorite if he 
choose, 

This is distinctly to the credit of society, in 
a way, since it is manifestly more to the 
credit of that fickle body to take up men on 
account of their personal attainments and 
gifts than for their mere blood or money; 
and it is not often that in this city the confi- 
dence implied in this acceptance of artists by 
the leaders of fashionable Boston nas been 
misplaced. There is necessarily a difference 
in men, and there are swinish ears out of 
which no society could make silk purses; but 
artists, of whatever branch of the service of 
beauty, are apt ta be of refined possibilities 
at least, and even more are they likely to be 
men who are of guickness and adaptability. 
There are halfa score of clever and most 
pleasing young men who today are always 
counted in with the fashionable set, who 
make no pretense of having overmuch to 
show in the way of pedigree beyond respect- 
able ancestors, and who are by no means 
overwell supplied with this world’s goods. 
They go and come, follow their art conscien- 
tiously, and in their recreation belong to the 
great world, or, to speak more exactly, to the 
inner circle of the great world. 

The thing which they cannot do, however, 
is, in general terms, to marry. As long as 
they are singie men, with no establishments 
to keep up and no women folk by whom their 
income is to be measured, they do excellently 
well. If they marry, their wealthy and fasb- 
ionabie acquaintances have the real differ- 
ences of station forced upon them. A wife 
is to de called on; sheisa thing whose gowns 
afford a more or less accurate index of the 


husband’s fortunes. It 1s, moreover, only 


those who have long established and deeply 
grounded social position who are allowed to 
go without entertaining. As long as a man 
is single itis all right; since, except in the 
case of pseudo-Russian Counts and a few 
men with sisters, itis not the habit in Bos- 
ton for the bachelors to entertain ladies 
much. When there is a wife it of course 
becomes imperative that social favors shall 
be returned in kind if the account is to be a 


long one. 
SOME MODERN INSTANCES. 

Everybody knows ali this, but only those 
familiar with the town can realize how 
marked is the effect of the working of the 
principle here. I can scarcely go into the 
subject with more particularity without 
seeming to become persona), but it may not 
be amiss to add two or three little incidental 
remarks which show that the situation is 
perfectly well understood on both sides. The 
word artist in these brief tales is used in its 
general sense.

THE LATEST FAD. 

There was an interesting private exhibi- 
tion at the Botanical Gardens at Cambridge 
last week of the Ware Memorial, and the 
Ware Memorial consists of giass flowers. It 
has been given by the sisters of the late Dr.

To be asked to go over to Cambridge to see 
a lot of glass flowers sounded like being 
asked to admire the works in wax of some 
sentimental and artistic young lady; but 
when once one was there the aspect of the 
matter changed. The flowers are made by a 
Bohemian near Dresden, and the University 
has now, if Lam rightly informed, some 500 
specimens. They are life-size, are scient: fical- 
ly and almost microscopicaily exact, while in 
both coioring and in texture they areso mar- 
velously real that they would deceive, if it 
were possible, the very eiect in botanical 
science. They are exceedingly beautiful in 
the merely decorative sense, including, as 
they do, a wide variety of exquisite 
flowers, among others orchids, composite 
flowers, tropical blooms, and striking bios- 
soms of different sorts. The coloring, which 
is done in the giass, is of marvelous fidelity, 
and the professors of botany are entbusias- 
tic to an equal degree over the “habit” of 
the plants represented—by which, be it un- 
derstood, they do not mean the dress, It is 
like an indestructibie collection of specimens 
with which to show a class just how a plant 
looks and, more than that, what its structure 
is. For pur of study each specimen is 
accompanied by glass reproductions of sec- 
tions of its organs, the pollen, and all tne 
rest of it, fied from 50 to 500 or more 
diameters. ~ se give all the advantages of

FLAWS ON A MARTYR. 

It seems to be down on the books that in 
time the colored brethren of Boston will have 
made of Crispus Attucks the most popular 
martyr on the listof popular martyrs, at least 
as far as their personal bomage goes. It is 
true that it has been demonstrated by the 
venerabie Dr. Peabody of Harvard, to the 
satisfaction at least of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, that Crispus Attucks 
was a drunken and disreputable nalf- 
caste who in a scandalous riot was 
shot by the Brite i soldiers, and 
that his afterfame arose from the combined 
facts of the hatred toward the soldiers and 
the eagerness with which orators in auy 
time of public excitement seize upon a con- 
venient text. It is still the popular feeting 
in Boston, as it likely is sisewhere, that 
Crispus Attucks was one of the heroes of 
the Revolution; and on Boston mon we 
have to his memory a monument so ugly that 
the maligned soldiers who shot after having 
endured every insult that the mob could 
devise to heap upon them are amply avenged 
botti upon him and upon those who insist 
upou believing in him. 

As if this was not enough, the colored gen- 
tlemen of Boston have formed a Crispus At- 
tucks Club for the anus celebration of the 
death of the martyr aforesaid, of whom, even 
they are forced to admit, there is nothing 
creditable to be said save his involuntary 
taking himself out of the world. We have 
had the dinner, and beyond the strain upon 
the digestion of colored clergymen who are 
undoubtedly worthy men and abuodantiy 
able to stand this sort of thing, perhaps no 
great harm has been done. But if we did 
live in an age of imitation and another should 
get his head full of beer and impudence and 
do what Crispus Attucks did. getting shot 
therefor in the end, should we feel it fung 
to celebrate his praises?

On the upper lip of a Chief 
Justice they defy precedent, outrage the 
sense of propriety, and inspire ludicrous 
ideas rather than that solemn spirit of re- 
spect and confidence which should impreg- 
pate the minds of those who approach the 
fountain-head of Federal jurisprudence. 

We see, as in a Vision, & Vast throng of 
people assembied in the public hail which is 
improperiy and inadequately kKaown as the 
Chicago Auditorium, usiness is generaliy 
suspended throughout the city.

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PRICES IN WALL STREET SUFFER A 
PRACTIONAL DECLINE, 


Although Developments Are Favorable 
Speculators Are Tired of Holding Se- 
curities for Better Prices—Tennessec 
Coal and Iron Displays Considerable 
Streagth—Union Pacific Unusually Act- 
ive, but Closes at a Loss for the Day— 
Another Advance in Obie 011. 


New Your, March 18.—[{Special.]—A dull 
and heavy stock market, with gradually sag- 
Ring prices and with nearly everything clos- 
ing with fractional declines—the lowest 
prices of the day—sums up the history of the 
Stock Exchange. Tne day’s new develop- 
ments have been favorable, such as they 
were, and there seemed to be no particular 
reason why there should be a drop in prices 
today, unless it is because many speculators 
are tired of carrying stocks for better prices. 

By noon nearly every stock on the list was 
from 36 to g lower than yesterday's closing, 
with dull trading, and in the afternoon the 
market was still dulier, with a further de- 
cline of from 34 to & below the 12 o'clock 
figures. 

One of the exceptions to the general de- 
cline was Tennessee Coal and Iron, which 
had an upward reaction of 1 cent before 
noon. The stock opened et 4444 and sold up 
to 47. Then it went off to.44 apd closed at 
463¢, a net advance of 1 per cent. The in- 
ternal troubies in this company are not yet 
settled, and the kaleidoscopic fluctuawons in 
the stock are to be accounted tor by tne 
varying stories as to the recent suit against 
John H. Inman for the return of $2,500,000 to 
the company's treasury. The advance in the 
stock today was probably due toa report that 
this suitis to be reopened—that the with- 
drawal of the proceedings does not satisfy 
certain stockholders who intend to push the 
prosecution of Mr. Inman. Flint and Pére 
Marquette was another exception to the gen- 
eral decline. Ths stock, which has recently 
shown some activity, has jumped 6 points in 
two days. It opened at 31% this morning 
and closed at 33. 

Union Pacific was the stock most dealt in 
today. There was renewed short selling on 
the unfavorable report of January earnings 
at a net decline of . 18,185 shares having 
changed hands. Atchison Was another 
active stock. There was a good deal of buy- 
ing for Boston account on au announcement 
that the company is got to pay something 
on its income bonds in July and on the re- 
port that the necessary 300,000 shares have 
assented to the trust plans. There was an 
advance of % to a during the 
morning hours, but was lost 
in tne afternoon and the stock 
closed at 86%—anet loss of .

magistrates, it could de shown, if it were pos- 
sige to make a record of the number of men 
uo are now seen under the influence of 
liquor, as compared with what it was before 
the high-license agitation was that 
there nas been the same decline of the t 
of arinking, and especially drinking to ex- 
cess, among all classes of the community. 

It is of course impossible to show by sta- 
tistics any direct proof of the effect. of the 
law on the general manners and morals of 
the people, except so far as the prison figures 
go in their bearing on the habitually vicious 
or criminal population. But the testimony of 
those who are probably most competent to 
form an opinion as to the extent of such vices 
—the police magistrates and Judges—is al- 
most uniformly that there has been a marked 
change for the better. This is the judgment 
also of ali those who have any opportunity 
of observing the convivial customs of the 
town and comparing them with the same 
kind of customs in former years. It is mani- 
fest that drunkenness has crme to be regard- 
ed with more severity by public opinion; 
that it subjects its victim to more contempt, 
and that it bas largely lost its character as a 
merely convivial dissipation. 

This is a most gratifying condition of things 
and the credit for it is due in a large degree 
to the Law and Order Society. The diligence 
with which it has caused the law to be en- 
forced has unquestionably had a salutary ef- 
fect despite some of the indiscretions of its 
agents in dealing with the saloons. The so- 
ciety has made it dangerous for any one to 
incur tue risk of selling drinks to boys and 
girls, orto men who are intoxivated, or to 
any one whom they are warned not to supply 
witn liquor. A man who now allows himself 
to succumb to the influence of liquor knows 
that he will be liable to be treated, in 
any saloon which he may enter, as an 
irresponsible person, and that he may 
suffer the contempt and ignominy of being 
told that he is arunk by the owner of a pub- 
lic house, and that he must get out of it lest 
he bring it into disrepute im ihe eye of the 
law. What will de the permanent effect of 
this change is still too eariy to tell. The 
high-license system is still very far from 
perfect, and it has not yet successfully passed 
all the stages of a thorough trial; but that it 
hasin the last two years not only lessened 
the extent of drunkenness, but bas made it a 
disgraceful vice that must be avoided, is evi- 
dent to any observer of the manners of the 
E here.
